" They Have Their Exits and 
Their Entrances." 

The recent performances given by 
Mr. Ben Greet 's Company "in the 
Elizabethan manner' 9 have opened new 
doors of appreciation to many students 
of Shakespeare who will go back to the 
English class room with a fresh zest tor 
lectures and a new interest in sources 
and characters. Students, it appears, 
appreciated these plays more than did 
society, to judge by the emptiness of 
the boxes and the fullness of the galler- 
ies. So much the better for the students, 
so much the worse for society. The per- 
formances, if not all at an even level* 
of excellence, were each anil all interest- 
ing and in every case gav<> 
an opportunity better than that 
presented by the ordinary scenic 
production of judging the actual play 
as Shakespeare wrote it. Mr. Greet 's 
system is too well known to need much 
explanation. The stage is not curtained, 
there is no scene shifting, no raising or 
lowering of lights on the stage. The 
setting is of the simplest, a piece of 
architectural mounting, pierced by 
doors right and left, forms a back- 
ground for the scene, a generous por- 
tico in the centre provides additional 
exits and entrances, and a piece of 
dimly-colored " arras" which can be 
drawn at will gives an opportunity for 
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inner scenes. The costumes are those of 
Shakespeare's period, and the naive de- 
vice of superimposing on these an ele- 
mentary sort of toga when the play had 
a Koman story increased the quaintness 
of the effect without in the least dis- 
turbing its dignity. Quaint also was 
the appearance of the scarlet-clad 
trumpeter announcing by the notes of 
his instrument the opening of each new 
act, and the diminutive blue coat school 
boys who made solemn periodic en- 
trances, placing the few "properties" 
which were allowed to appear — the two 
stiff little trees which constituted a 
garden, the lanterns which show that 
night has arrived, the banqueting table, 
the necessary seats, etc. Mr. Greet 's 
ideal cast is "no star, but every man 
an intelligent actor. " And his present 
company justifies the description. One 
may have felt inclined sometimes to 
single out a single actor for special 
praise. Mr. Greet 's own Shylock re- 
ceived some enthusiastic admiration. 
Miss Scott's Lady Macbeth recalled 
famous predecessors, Mr. Anderson 's 
Antony evoked warm eulogies, but on 
the whole the audiences who gathered 
night after night showed in their at- 
tention and applause just what Mr. 
Greet would surely wish them to show, 
appreciation for the play itself and the 
intelligent interpretation given by all 
those engaged. Especially did this ap- 
pear in the last play, Julius Caesar, 
where Mr. Anderson's fine declamafion 
of Antony's great oration was not more 
admirable than the periodic responses of 
the crowd, who in their broken speeches, 
their murmurs, their excited gestures, 
exactly expressed the emotions which 
that cunningly devised speech was cal- 
culated to arouse. 

Tt would exceed our space to particu- 
larize the several merits of the different 



nights. Until Saturday came, it seemed 
to the present writer that ' ' Much Ado 
About Nothing," with its charm of vi- 
vacity and color, sharp dialogue, and 
swift contrasts of motion, should receive 
the crown of highest approval, but (Sat- 
urday night's performance turned the 
scale in favor of the great Koman play. 
One felt that the actors were well 
placed, each one with a part to his mind 
and that all were stimulated with the 
desire to present worthily a very great 
drama. The greatest compliment that 
one can pay to actors bred on Mr. 
Greet 's traditions is that their acting 
has deepened one's understanding and 
increased one's admiration for the play, 
and in this case it can be sincerely paid. 
The most elaborate setting devised in 
these days of stage ingenuity could not 
have heightened the effect produced by 
that simple, sincere presentation. The 
skilful construction of the play, the 
masterly unfolding of character, the 
splendid march of unforgettable lines all 
showed vividly and impressively through 
the medium of the player's art. Quite 
naturally on the way home people fell 
to discussing points which in the lecture 
room sometimes seem irrelevant. "Was 
Shakespeare moved to write that drama 
of rebellion, as Furnivall thinks, after 
seeing the excitement of London over 
the rebellion of Essex?" "Ts there 
justification enough for calling it 
'Julias Caesar' rather than 1 Brutus T f 9 y 
"Where did he get all that history?" 
And then again the splendid oratorical 
lines came surging up in the memory. 

"The last of all the Romans, fare 
thee well." It was a fitting farewell 
performance for a memorable week, and 
trudging home through the snow with 
those words of farewell still echoing, 
one wished that such things could come 
our way oftener.

This is the 
hockey situation as far as the Eed and 
White is concerned in connection with 
the hockey championship. This season, 
as with the football, started with the 
brightest prospects imaginable, but 
something happened. Eemember it hap- 
pened with the football team, although 
not to such a lamentable extent. 

We started out this year with material 
taken from the top of the tree, but in 
coming down to the cold hard facts of 
hockey the ladder slipped and McGill 
landed in a heap. 

What has been the trouble? Our for- 
wards were all good men, Patrick, Gil- 
mour, and Raphael. Our defence was 
not to l)o played with. Lindsay in goal

H McGill is to keep her athletics 
clean, then keep out the paid coach.

Collier's in the fall numbers, and learn 
what the paid coach has done for the 
colleges in the Middle West of the 
United States in the matter of football. 
Look at the troubles of Columbia and 
Harvard in football. 'Twas the paid 
coach. 

In opposition, look at the Yale system 
of coaching, and much nearer home — 
Toronto 'Varsity. 'Twas the graduates. 

McGill wants her coaching from her 
graduates. There are many who are 
more than good enough. This is fairly 
general. Now look at hockey. Our 
'Varsity didn't get down to practice 
— I mean practice — till the week 
of the Queen's game. Everybody 
saw the result in that game. A 
rather poor state of affairs, wasn't 
it? Is there a remedy? Surely there is 



an improvement on this and previous 
season's systems. 

McGill never practices during the 
Christmas holidays — the men are 
away. Could not an early return 
be made by the hockey men and 
some hard practice be put in? This year 
several men were woefully late in re- 
turning, among them Captain Gilmour. 
It needs hard work and self-den al to 
place a winning team on the ice. 

When practices really got under way 
— the third week in January — they were 
not by any means of the best, one op 
two men on these occasions feeling free 
to be absent. This shouldn't be the 
case. A little more pressure ought to 
be brought to bear on the members of 
the team in order that all men might 
turn out at the same time, and surely 
there are a few r faithfuls among our 
alumni who would be willing to volun- 
teer as a coaching staff. 

And lastly. Don't let any undergrad. 
' ' knock, ' ' unless conscience allows one 
to say that he or she did the best pos- 
sible in order to help on our team both 
financially and enthusiastically. And 
whatever is done, don't talk "paid 
coach. ' ' 

We had material worthy of a "try" 
for the Stanley Cup. Instead, McGill 
didn't even win the Intercollegiate hoc- 
key championship.

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Hockey 

Queen's Champions. 

The story of MeGiirs defeat in King- 
ston on Friday night is an extremely 
painful one, and the news fiend will 
be kind enough to pardon us if we do 
not publish a very extended account of 
ho* we fell down. It is the harrowing 
tale of how the finest line-up McGill 
has had in present undergraduate recol- 
lection lost to the Presbyterians through 
inferior team work. 

The rink, which was not constructed 
for spectatorial convenience, was 
besieged at seven o'clock by what 
seemed the entire population of the 
burg— this was from appearance. On 
forcing an entry into the rink, the im- 
pression was intensified through the 
tactile senses. The band of Queen's men 
at the left of the rink behaved in its 
usual cheerily, maniacal way, and kept 
the acoustic properties „usy with horns, 
n egaphones, and an assortment of vocal 
bidfeosittes that would make the storied 
Gommariche look like small change. As 
we remarked before, it was a sore 
touch, and if the people about McGill 
could have seen the woebegone faces of 
the boys in the dressing room after the 
game, there would be fewer censorious 
remarks when the team fails to bring 
back victory. 

Individually, the McGill men played 
star games, just as expected. Every 
player of the seven distinguished him- 
self in hard moments. The explana- 
tion must be found in the dependence 
on one or two-man rushes, and the 
general inability to approach the point 
of combination perfection to which the 



Queen's players have attained. Lindsay 
*t goal did all a man could. To his 
play no stronger testimonial can be 
offered than that he drew the praise 
of the usually rabid Queen's howlers. 
Stephens and Ross played hard and 
close, while Gilmour was in perfect 
form. Chambers fully justified his 
right to the best team in the University 
by hard, clean playing. Patrick was 
brilliant, though in the last moments 
of play the killing pace showed in his 
vigor. Raphael was always effective. 

The play was hard from the start. 
Queen's started the pace and McGill 
followed hard. In point of close check- 
ing the teams were on a par, but four 
times in the first half the Queen 's for- 
ward bunch got away through the hole 
in the line for scores, three from 
Richardson and one from Crawford. 

Half time found McGill's case des- 
perate, and after the intermission the 
boys came on the ice with grim reso- 
lution. Despite the superhuman efforts 
of Patrick and Gilmour the score was 
quickly run up to 11-0, and it was evi- 
dent that the match was gone to 
Queen's. The McGill defence was 
unable to cope with the rushes by the 
entire forward line, while the McGill 
forwards found their shots barred by 
what seemed a line-up of goal-keepers. 

At this point, when the game was 
going at a rate that looked like a white- 
wash, Gilmour notched two and Raphael 
got in a third. Queen's again scored 
twice and the game was over, with 
Queen's champions of the League for 
1906. 

There is nothing to gain by criticism 
of the McGill team, which worked to 
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the point of exhaustion in what after 
the first half was an apparently hope- 
less struggle. Merely another emphasis 
upon McGill 's need for scientific coach- 
ing to give it the place in athletics it 
deserves.

NOTICE. 

The Constitution of the Alma Mater 
Society has undergone the following 
alterations, to which the consent of the 
various Undergraduate Societies has 
been received: 

The first paragraph of Article VIII. 
has been altered so as to read: — 

Any matter affecting the general 
body of students with which the Society 
is competent to deal, involving the ex- 
penditure of moneys, which shall have 
been obtained by levying an assessment 
upon the students of the University, 

shall be dealt with as follows: 

An estimate of the total amount of 
money required shall be made. This 
amount shall be apportioned to the 
several Faculty Undergraduates 9 So- 
cieties of the University, in proportion 
to the number of undergraduate students 
in each of the Faculties. 

The total estimated amount with the 
amount apportioned to it sluill be pre- 
sented to each of the said Undergradu- 
ates' Societies. Each Undergraduates' 
Society shall grant its amount to the 
Alma Mater Society for expenditure. 

Within fourteen (14) days following 
the occasion for which the expenditure 
was made, the Treasurer of the Alma 
Mater Society shall present the Under- 
graduates' Society in each of the Fac- 
ulties with a detailed statement of all 



the receipts and disbursements con- 
nected therewith, which has been 
audited by the University Auditor. 

When a surplus occurs, this amount 
shall be immediately returned to the 
Undergraduates' Societies, division be- 
ing made in proportion to the number 
of Undergraduate students in each of 
the Faculties, save where the Under- 
graduates' Societies shall have contri- 
buted to the purpose, when the division 
shall be made in proportion to the 
several amounts of such contributions. 

In case of a deficit, such deficit shall 
be provided for by an apportionment, 
according to the number of Under- 
graduate students in each Faculty. 

A new article has been introduced, 
namely: — 

"In any other matter with which the 
Society is competent to deal, involving 
the receipt and expenditure of moneys, 
wherein no assessment has been made 
upon the students of the University, 
and wherein a surplus may occur, such 
surplus shall be dealt with as the Alma 
Mater Society may see fit."

The Historical Society 

Those who were fortunate enough to 
be present at the last meeting of the 
Historical Society were unanimously of 
the opinion that in "Historical Myster- 
ies" the committee had chosen a most 
interesting subject. In the illness and 
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consequent absence of President Mundie 
Mr. H. T. Shaw occupied the chair, and 
after a few introductory remarks he 
called upon Mr. Chester H. Payne to 
read a paper on what its author held to 
be the most baffling of historical mys- 
teries — the fate of the Princes in the 
Tower. Mr. Payne was inclined to be- 
lieve that Richard III. was not guilty 
of the crime that Sir Thomas More has 
fastened upon him. Following the argu- 
ment of Sir Clements Maikhsm, it was 
shown that Richard had no motive for 
the murder, nor was there any question 
of it so long as he lived. But when 
Henry VII. became King the story be- 
came current, and Mr. Payne rather 
favored the theory which makes Henry 
the murderer. Many strong arguments 
were adduced in support of this posi- 
tion. That the bones of the Princes 
were found in the reign of Charles II., 
as is popularly supposed, was shown to 
be almost impossible. Several other 
theories that have been advanced were 
investigated and shown to be without 
adequate foundation. 

Mr. Gregor Barclay, who was unwill- 
ing to admit that the mystery of Mr. 
Payne's paper was harder to unravel 
than that of his own, then read a paper 
on that fascinating subject, "The Man 
in the Iron Mask." Voltaire had first 
made him famous by holding that he 
was the son of Anne of Austria and 
Mazarin. Others had claimed him to be 
a natural son of Louis XIV.; the Duke 
of Beaufort; Avedick, Patriarch of 
Armenia; Foucquet; Dauger, a valet; 
Matthioli, Minister of the Duke of 
Mantua. Mr. Barclay was able to shoW 
that the unhappy prisoner who was held 
at St. Margaret's and thei: taken to the 
Bastille, where he died, was probably 
the last of these. In the register of the 
Bastille the masked prisoner was called 
by a name that was very like Matthi- 
oli. It was said that Louis XV. and 
Louis XVI. had confided that the fam- 
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ous prisoner was an Italian minister. 
Mr. Barclay ascribed to Funck-Bren- 
tano the investigation of the subject 
that had led to this theory. 

The pitiful story of Louis XVII. next 
claimed the attention of the meeting, 
Mr. J. A. Flanders, in a most interest- 
ing paper, sketched the awful sufferings 
of the son of Louis XVI. and Marie 
Antoinette in prison til 1 his death in 
1795. He was treated by his gaolers 
in a way that is almost incredible. 
After his death in prison, which Mr. 
Flanders believed quite well established, 
several claimants came forward pro- 
fessing to be the young king. The im- 
posture of Rev. Eleazer Williams was 
given special consideration because this 
claimant was a Canadian. The whole 
case for Williams depends on his re- 
markable likeness to the Bourbons in 
face and figure — and particularly to 
Louis XVII. 

Until he denied it, the Prince de Join- 
ville was reported to have confided to 
Mr. Williams that he was his royal 
relative. 

In the discussion that followed many 
other historical mysteries were brought 
out and many conjectures were made as 
to their solution. Dr. Colby commented 
upon the papers, and read a few extracts 
from one of Andrew Lang's books on 
Historical Mysteries. 
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McGill Literary Society 

Probably at no former meeting of 
this Society has so much genuine in- 
terest been taken or so much pleasure 
been derived as at the meeting of Fri- 
day evening, February 9, in Strathcona 
Hall. The proceedings took the form 
of a mock parliament, which proposed to 
deal with bills and measures now cur- 
rent in Canadian politics. Everything 
pertaining to a government carried on 
along party lines was in evidence. 

This was the second meeting of the 
Society in the form of a mock parlia- 
ment. The first meeting was taken up 
with the business of dividing the mem- 
bers into parties, each member adopt- 
ing the party of his choice. When this 
division was made it showed the House 
(for so we must henceforth call it) 
divided into three groups, namely, 
Liberal, C conservative, and Labour, who 
chose as leaders Calder, Ellis, and De 
Beck respectively. The members in the 
Liberal ranks forming the most numer- 
ous party, their chosen leader, Eobt. 
Calder, was asked to form a Cabinet. 

At this second meeting we find the 
House in session. The seats and tables 
in the room were arranged as is the 
furniture in the House of Commons, 
the Speaker occupying a place at the 
head of the hall with clerk's desk in 
front of him, and the seats of the mem- 
bers of the Government and Opposition 
ranged on his right and his left hand 
respectively and facing each other. The 
Labour members sat with the Govern- 
ment. 

The success of this experiment must 
be, in large measure, attributed to the 



valuable offices of Dr. Cunliffe, who, 
possessing, from his experience in the 
Press Gallery, a knowledge of the 
technicalities of the House made an 
admirable Speaker, as he not only called 
attention to necessary details of proce- 
dure, but also, by his presence, pre- 
vented undue levity, which, if allowed 
to appear, must have detracted a great 
deal from the benefits to be derived 
from the proceedings. 

With Dr. Cunliffe as Speaker, and 
Richards as clerk, the session of 05-06 
resumed the business of the country. 

The Speaker, after calling the meet- 
ing to order, asked that the speech from 
the throne be read. This was done by 
the clerk. It was then duly moved 
that this speech be adopted. This was 
seconded in French — as is the custom — 
by the Hon. W. H. Cherry. 

The first member to speak was W. E. 
Ellis, Conservative leader of the Oppo- 
sition. This gentleman, "in as few 
words as possible, ' 7 made an exhaustive 
criticism of the speech from the throne 
and the past record of the Liberal 
Government. To this the Right Hon. 
Robt. Calder, Prime Minister, replied in 
his pointed and characteristic fashion, 
boldly upholding the doings of his party 
and demonstrating with logical argu- 
ment that the Liberals are still worthy 
of the confidence of the country. 

The next speaker was Mr. G. Barclay, 
Conservative member for Regina, and 
Under-Secretary for Geo. E. Foster. 
His speech showed him a violent pro- 
tectionist, and in a most powerful and 
convincing way he advocated the cause 
of high tariff. 
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The Hon. E. K. DeBeck, F.S.R., 
Minister of Labour and Arbitration, 
then outlined his Compulsory Arbitration 
Bill. 

The last member to speak was D. 
Ballon, Conservative, who referred to 
recent political corruption by citing the 
case of the St. Anne's election. This 
reference elicited a call to order by the 
Premier. This the Speaker supported 
by explaining that no case being tried 
in the courts could be discussed in the 
House. 

On motion of the Hon. D. E. Mc- 
Taggart, A. B.C., the House adjourned.

On February 8th Miss Dobbs, deacon- 
ness of Christ Church Cathedral, ad- 
dressed the meeting. She spoke very 
simply and earnestly regarding the ne- 
cessity of patience and of conformity 
with God's will while on earth. She 
took Isaac as a human example of God, 
noted the sacrifice of his son as a paral- 
lel to the death on the cross, and ended 
with a beautiful though perhaps poetical 
vision of the last day wiien all the 
members of the Church will be gathered 
to their heavenly home.

Delta Sigma Society 

On Friday, February 2nd, the Delta 
,Sigma enjoyed "A Study of Vedder's 
Illustrations and Richard le Gallienne 's 
Version of the Rubaiyat, " given by 
Miss K. McQueen. Miss McQueen 
pointed out that Fitzgerald is Omar 
Khayyam's best interpreter. His 
"second best interpreter, 9 ' Vedder, has 
accomplished with artistic power, poetic 
insight, and startling originality the in- 
conceivable task of illustrating a meta- 
physical poem. The absence of local 
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color in his pictures fitly expresses the 
universality of the ideas, and while he 
does not slavishly follow Fitzgerald he 
depicts his strain of thought, inter- 
mingling the light and the stern, now 
mystical, now sceptical. After an ap- 
preciative description of some of the 
pictures, Miss McQueen went on to 
speak of Gallienne ? s interpretation of 
the Kubaiyat in verse. Gallienne knew 
no Persian, but was steeped in the lit- 
erature of the present day cult of Omar. 
From a literary and artistic standpoint 
his version surpasses many renderings 
that are more scholarly and literal. 
He speaks of it himself as 
the "little yellow rose" formed chiefly 
of the Persian petals which Fitzgerald 
left behind when he formed his ^pur- 
ple rose, incomparable for glory and 
perfume." While not inspired by an 
imagination so sublime and sustained 
as Fitzgerald's, Gallienne is in places 
more delicately imaginative and ethereal. 
His general tone is less pessimistic. He 
has an exultant joy in mere living, 
while Fitzgerald finds in the pleasures 
of life only the means of drowning his 
despair. Both versions are marked by 
materialism, but the despised "clay 
carcase" of Fitzgerald's Omar is a 
wonderful miracle to Gallienne 's. Both 
of them rise to the pitch of sublimity 
as Omar begins the attempt to unravel 
"the Master-knot of human fate," only 
to discover playful wisdom growing out 
of pain. It has always been a ques- 
tion whether Fitzgerald uses wine as a 
symbol or refers to the real grape-juice. 
Probably the two ideas are inter- 
changeable. Gallienne, however, dis- 
tinctly means the mystic wine in sone 
few verses at least. In closing, while 
Fitzgerald's is the creative genius that 
gives us our translation of Omar, M 
beautiful that it cannot but inspire 
<>tlx>rs, yet Gallienne is no plagiarist. 
His poem has an original atmosphere, 
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and is a paraphrase of Fitzgerald and 
other more exact translators, just as 
Fitzgerald's version is a paraphrase of 
the original Omar.
